Glover was taken to Jackson and arraigned before a 
federal commissioner. The announcement of the arrest was 
held up at the request of the Treasury agents.

magistrate. 
She was fingerprinted, ordered to turn 
over her passport and was told she would be 
released on a $250,000 personal recognizance 
bond. 
U.S. Magistrate Martin D. Jacobs issued 
the 
warrant 
Tuesday on 
a complaint 
charging that Mrs. Irving, 36, was a “fugitive 
from 
justice 
of the confederation 
of 
Switzerland.” It said she is charged with 
“ counterfeiting 
and forgery, 
use 
of 
counterfeited 
or 
forged 
instruments, 


embezzlement, and theft larceny.” 
The charges were the first to be made in 
the case under investigation by two grand 
juries here. It involves the authenticity of 
the purported autobiography of Hughes as 
compiled by Irving. 
Irving claims the book, which was to 
have been published by McGraw-Hill Inc.

WASHINGTON: - In labor 
circles 
some 
of

most 
sophisticated 
politicians 
are 
running scared, literally 
so. 
And not only because every 
pro knows that is the wisest of 
all strategems but because they 
are thoroughly frightened by 
Gov. George Wallace’s pulling 
power in their own ranks. 
There are at least two 
men d ost to labor chief George 
Meany who, musing aloud the 
other day after they dubbed

u p c o m i n g

primaries,” observed that the

“ might 
come in second behind Nix on 
come November.” 
These labor men, who have 
been 
through

"The Female Eunuch," one of 
the few books on women's liber­ 
ation to be heralded by men as 
well as women, doesn’t stay in 
the usual mid-town celebrity 
haunts here.

enslaved by men but that they 
are deformed by them also. 


"I’ve never been able to dis­ 
cover why women are so crazy 
to be controlled." she says. 
"Look at Charles Manson — 
without the girls in his family 
he would have been nothing. 
The dangers of bringing up a 
daughter to be guileless and 
cute is that it leaves her vulner­ 
able to somebody like Manson. 
"There's a whole phenome­ 
non of the loyalty of women to 
criminals," she continues.

- The 
obvious thing to reflect on at 
midstream on the James River 
Ferry is the span of history 
you can cover at a glance. On 
the east bank, the spot where 
English settlers first put down 
roots in this half of the world, 
13 hungry and malaria- ridden 
years before the celebrated 
Pilgrims arrived at Plymouth 
Rock.

involves thermal pollution and 
the risk of radiation leakage. 
Electric - powered cars would 
cut smog but would demand 
still more power production. 
That is where manure comes 
in, which sounds like a joke 
but

for

consideration although it seems

standards. By older standards, 
those 
of

Burning manure or sewage

L. Bohn writes in Environment 
that capital costs of converting

But once the 
switch was made, the system 
would tap an unending fuel 
supply. He estimates that a ton 
of dry manure would produce 
20,000 cubic feet of methane, 
worth from $3.40 to $6.60.

recreation for them), and small 
savings 
end 
up 
as 
family 
security. 
A 
savings 
and 
loan 
association is a privately owned 
and 
managed 
organization 
designed primarily to do two 
things. First, they keep your 
savings safe while paying your 
interest, usually five percent 
c o m p o u n d e d 
quarterly. 
Secondly, 
they 
put 
your 
money to work by lending it to 
people in your community. 
They 
provide 
mortgage 
money 
for 
single 
homes, 
mo bi l e 
homes, 
apartment 
houses, 
churches, 
shopping 
centers, recreation parks and 
other things which add to a 
community’s progress and life. 
This phase of savings and 
loan 
associations’ 
services 
surprises many women. One 
said to me recently she felt a 
little guilty at putting money 
into her savings account when 
she 
kept 
hearing 
that 
consumers need to spend more 
of their money in order to get 
our economy moving again. 
Actually, the money you 
put in your savings account 
does as much for the economy 
as money spent for consumer 
products and 
services, Your 
money in a savings account 
does not just sit in some big 
vault but goes to work at once, 
building your community and 
making money for you and 
your family. This is true of all 
savings, 
whether 
through 
commercial 
banks, 
mutual 
savings 
banks 
, 
or 
credit 
unions. 
A passbook account in your 
savings and loan association 
not 
only 
permits 
you 
to 
withdraw your savings quickly 
in case of a special need, but 
lets you build your savings to 
suit 
your 
o wn 
family 
convenience. And your savings 
are insured up to $15,000 by 
the Federal Savings and Loan 
Insurance Corporation. 
S a v i n g s 
a n d 
l o a n 
associations may be licensed 
either by the state or by the 
Federal 
government. 
In the 
latter case, the word “Federal” 
b e c o m e s 
part 
o f 
the 
association’s name. 
Women are especially good 
as home managers in finding 
ways of cutting a little here 
and a little there so that each 
week an amount of money can 
go into that savings account. 
Children soon catch on to this, 
too, and it becomes a game 
which later translates into a 
good habit -- and good money 
management. 


Save $5 a week, and in a 
year you have $266.55; in five 
years, 
$1475.62; ten 
years, 
$3367.42. Not bad for extra 
security. 
Savings 
is 
increasingly 
becoming a woman’s game. A 
friend 
of mine, Miss Marie 
Welsh, one of two women who 
serve as presidents of savings 
and 
loan 
associations 
in 
Pennsylvania, 
gives 
some 
reasons why women belong on 
both sides of the savings and 
loan deal: 
“Women 
havg/played 
a 
dynamic role in the growth of 
our 
associations,” she 
says, 
“perhaps because they provide 
a general warmth, friendliness, 
and genuine interest in other 
people, 
their problems, and 
their money management. This 
lifts the saving or lending of 
money out of the bare routines 
of a business transaction and 
makes it a ‘people to people’ 
kind 
of 
thing. 
Here 
at 
Doylestown 
Federal 
Savings 
and Loan Association we try to 
take 
the 
strangeness 
and 
complexity out of things like 
applying for a mortgage. All of 
us, both men and women of the 
staff, work together to make 
this association reach out into 
our community to help.” 


In other states the same 
thing is happening. The U. S. 
Savings and Loan

MEMORIES OF TET 
Millions of Asians observe Tet, the lunar new year, 
as a week-long festival of parades, operas, dances and 
feasts. But in Viet Nam the beginning of Tet on 
Tuesday, Feb. 15, had a different significance. A new 
Communist offensive is expected sometime during Tet, 
perhaps timed to embarrass the United States and 
Mainland China when President Nixon arrives in Peking 
on Feb. 21. 
It was during Tet in 1968 that Hanoi’s forces 
launched one of their largest assaults of the war. On 
Jan. 30 of that year, Communist troops, ignoring a 
truce, invaded seven cities. As the offensive escalated, 
battles raged in 30 of the 44 provincial capitals in 
South Viet Nam. Red forces held the ancient imperial 
capital of Hue for nearly a month. They had to be 
driven from the presidential palace and the U. S. 
embassy compound in Saigon. 
North Viet Nam and Viet Cong forces suffered an 
estimated 50,000 dead - a loss from which Hanoi 
never fully recovered. Two thousand Americans were 
killed, along with 4,000 South Vietnamese soldiers. 
The destruction left 650,000 civilians homeless and 
caused damage estimated at $173.5 million. The 
offensive came as a devastating shock to public opinion 
in the United States, which had been encouraged to 
believe that a military settlement to the Viet Nam 
conflict was in the making. 
With public confidence in U. S. policy plummeting, 
President Johnson announced on March 31, 1968, that 
he would not be a candidate for re-election. Gen. 
William Westmoreland’s requests for more U. S. troops 
were denied, and L.B.J. stressed “peace through 
negotiations.” Don Oberdorfer sums up the extent of 
the turnaround in his book, Tet! (1971): “ After Tet, 
the promise of success had faded, the sense of futility 
and frustration had grown. The country would not go 
deeper 
into 
the 
quagmire 
without a clear and 
believable vision of success. In a parliamentary system 
such as that of Great Britain, the government would 
have fallen ...” Remembrance of this vast political 
victory is one reason Hanoi may be contemplating a 
repeat performance in the Year of the Rat.

THE BELEAGURED 
BEETLE 
Thursday, Feb. 17, figures to be a day filled with 
pride — and perhaps foreboding — at Volkswagenwerk 
AG of Wolfsurg, Germany. On that date the VW 
“ Beetle” is scheduled to surpass the legendary Ford 
Model T as the most-produced automobile in history. 
Between 1909 and 1923, the price of the Model T fell 
from $950 to $295 and its reliability improved. 
Nevertheless, it and the successor Model A succumbed 
to General Motors’ successful insistance on styling 
rather than pricing as the basis of sales competition. 
Some observers think a similar fate may befall the 
Beetle. 
The fact is that the Volkswagen empire is in 
trouble. In just four years, profits have tumbled from 
around $125 million to virtually zero. And what’s bad 
for Volkswagen is bad for West Germany. Business 
Week notes (Feb. 5, 1972): “VW ... is more important 
to the Germany economy than General Motors is to 
the United States. Roughly one German worker in 
every 20 owes his living to VW, and the company 
accounts for one-third of the $4 billion annual German 
exports to the U. S.” 
VW’s problems are only partly of its own making. 
The 9 per cent upward revaluation of the Deutschmark 
in 1969 reduced the company’s 1970 earnings by 
about $65 million.

When using very wide soft material, 
he lapped the edges, put a straight edge through the cen­ 
ter of the lap and with a razor blade cut down through 
both thicknesses, lifted out the excess material, put the 
edges back down and smoothed them out When using 
heavier material the edges can be butted without that 
procedure Walls of this type can be shampooed carefully 
with a foam cleaner and I do mean carefully or you might 
loosen the fabric from the wall Regular vacuuming will

If a contagious epidemic 
ran rampant throughout the 
United 
States striking down 
more than 600,000 persons, a 
state 
of disaster would 
be 
declared 
and 
the 
halls 
of 
Congress 
would 
echo 
with 
d em an d s 
fo r 
preventive 
measures, 
while 
across 
the 
country 
men, 
women 
and 
children 
would 
line 
up in 
em erg en cy 
im m unization 
centers. 
An epidemic is taking place 
in the United States. Heart 
attack 
is killing more than 
670,000 
men 
and 
women 
annually. 
Why don’t Americans react 
to heart attack as they would 
to 
any 
other 
mass 
killer 
disease? 


Some of the reasons may be 
in the fact that heart attack, 
which is the nation’s leading 
cause 
of 
death, 
is 
not 
contagious, although there may 
be a family history of this form 
of cardiovascular disease. And, 
public 
apathy 
can 
also be 
explained 
by 
the 
mistaken 
feeling 
that heart attack is 
inevitable and nothing can be 
done about it. 
Unlike 
other 
epidemics, 
there is no mass immunization 
against heart attack. But, there 
are 
things 
every 
man 
and 
woman can do to help protect 
themselves and their families 
from 
this 
ruthless 
health 
menace. 


Medical science has yet to 
discover the underlying cause 
of the blood vessel disease, 
atherosclerosis, which corrodes 
and narrows the arteries and 
sets the stage for heart attack. 
However, research studies have 
revealed ways to control the 
progress of this disease, and 
thereby help individuals reduce 
their risk of being victimized 
by heart attack. 
In extensive studies of the 
personal and medical histories 
of heart attack victims, certain 
habits, 
or 
risk 
factors are 
revealed 
which 
show 
that 
m illio n s 
of 
A m ericans, 
especially those in the prime of 
life, 
are 
endangering 
their 
hearts by the way they live. 
The 
common 
conditions 
and 
habits 
that 
medical 
scientists have discovered are 
high cholesterol levels in the 
blood, 
high 
blood pressure, 
cigarette smoking, obesity, and 
lack of exercise. It appears that 
any one of these risk factors 
increases the chances of a heart 
attack, and that a combination 
of two or more multiplies this 
risk. 
Many of these conditions 
start early in life. By the time a 
great many Americans reach 
their thirties or forties, they 
may unknowingly have high 
b lo o d 
pressure, 
and 
the 


beginnings 
of 
blood 
vessel 
disease. 
During 
these prime 
years of life they are already 
potential heart attack victims. 
A person can harbor several 
of these risk factors without 
realizing he is a candidate for 
heart attack. As a precaution, 
and to increase his chances of 
living longer and healthier, the 
American 
Heart 
Association 
r e c o m m e n d s 
t h a t 
all 
individuals take the following 
steps to protect their hearts: 


’"See your doctor regularly 
for a physical check-up. This 
will enable him to find out if 
you are one of the millions of 
Americans who suffers from

Author Talks About 
American Families 


NEW YORK 
(AP) 
Germaine Greer, tall, an­ 
gular. articulate author of 
’ The Female Eunuch.” one of 
the few books on women's liber­ 
ation to be heralded by men as 
well as women, doesn t stay in 
the usual mid-town celebrity 
haunts here She prefers a low­ 
er west side hotel that s been a 
favorite of writers and authors 
tor a long time, where the 
rooms are big. if almost shab­ 
by. and where it looks quite 
natural tor her to have shawls 
thrown over the lampshades 
There, stretched out on her 
day bed. Miss Greer eats frozen 
fruit, watches TV. but without 
the sound, and talks about what­ 
ever her agile mind lights upon 
at the moment, though it's all in 
the framework of women's lib 
— expected from a woman who 
wrote that not only are women 
enslaved by men but that they 
are deformed by them also 


* I've never been able to dis­ 
cover why women are so crazy 
to be controlled.” she says 
Look at Charles Manson — 
without the girls in his family 
he would have been nothing 
The dangers of bringing up a 
daughter to be guileless and 
cute is that it leaves her vulner­ 
able to somebody like Manson 
‘ There s a whole phenome­ 
non of the loyalty of women to 
criminals.” she continues "But 
1 wonder how true it is that 
girls really like a bad kind of 
man It's part of a self-destruc­ 
tive urge The losers are usual­ 
ly nicer people.

colony, and

men who later spelled out our

philosophy 
would 
have been too busy making 
guns and money to bother with 
declarations and constitutions. 
That is too farfetched to play 
with. 
But if you chance to have 
been reading in ecology instead 
of history, you may know the 
colonists 
did 
bring 
an 
unorthodix power source with 
them, one still so modern it has 
not yet been perfected or even 
widely 
considered. 
It 
is 
common today in the counties 
around the Surry plant, where 
the 
best- 
known 
product 
remains Smithfield hams rather 
than 
electric 
energy. 
Hogs, 
chickens, cattle and the rest of 
us produce it daily; it is the 
only energy source sure to last 
as long as man does. 
It is manure — or, depending 
on who produces it, sewage. 
Long cherished as a fertilizer, 
different forms here and 
abroad, it also has served as 
domestic fuel, in the form of 
buffalo chips in the American 
West and cow dung in India, 
but 
only 
an 
occasional 
visionary has seen the potential 
for large - scale power output. 
Now that the world is upset 
about 
the 
imminent 
energy 
crisis, and the coal operators 
are raping the countryside, the 
oil drillers are drooling over 
our prime coastline and even 
nuclear 
energy is adding its 
more benign pollution to the 
I 
l O l ° n8'abus*>d James River, it is 
* 
about time we all became such 
visionaries. 
We 
all 
have 
a 
stake 
in 
urgently 
exploring 
alternate 
sources of energy before the 
whole country is ripped apart, 
buried in oil and smog. The 
o n ly 
ones 
who 
can 
understandably scoff at that 
search are those making their 
fortunes by continuing to do 
things the reckless way they 
are being done. The oil man, 
the 
auto 
manufacturer, 
the 
coal 
operator 
and 
utility 
company see no alternative to 
destroying the country because 
that is where their money is. 
But the rest of us have no 
reason for allowing these few 
to insist on hellbent suicide for 
us all. 


Existing 
alternate 
sources 
have 
th e ir 
drawbacks. 
Electricity 
produced 
by 
"clean " 
nuclear 
plants 
still 
involves thermal pollution and 
the risk of radiation leakage. 
Electric - powered cars would 
cut smog but would demand 
still more power production. 
That is where manure comes 
in, which sounds like a Joke 
b ut 
calls 
for 
serious 
consideration although it seems 
so 
unlikely 
by 
modern 
standards. By older standards, 
those 
of 
the 
original 
Jamestown colony and o f the 
Indians, it is a logical thing to 
recycle the material at hand 
rather than to drill at great 
costs in the high Arctic, the 
ocean bed and the underside of 
mountains. 


Burning manure or sewage 
produces its own noxious air 
pollution, 
of 
course. 
But 
processing 
it 
to 
produce 
methane gas is both possible 
and economical. And methane 
burns 
cleanly, 
producing 
negligible air pollution. Hinrich 
L. Bohn writes in Environment 
that capital costs of converting 
to 
methane 
would 
be 
considerable. 
But 
once 
the 
switch was made, the system 
would tap 
an unending fuel 
supply. He estimates that a ton 
of dry manure would produce 
20,000 cubic feet of methane, 
worth from $3.40 to $6.60. 
That 
compares 
with 
the 
current natural gas price of 17 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet at 
the wellhead, and a wholesale 
rate 
of 
33 
cents 
around 
Chicago and 45 cents in the 
New York area. 


In England, according to the 
Capitalist Reporter, a former 
pig and chicken farmer named 
Harold Bate devised a way to 
produce, compress into liquid 
and bottle methane from hit 
farm ’s 
byproducts 
— 
then 
rigged a converter to run hit 
car on the gas. Trucks and farm 
machines already are run on 
propane 
in 
parts 
of 
this 
country. 
But 
the 
British 
farmer's 
car fuel 
reportedly 
costs him only 
2Vk cents a 
gallon.

Children soon catch on to this,

Drug Found To 
Reduce Attacks 


CHICAGO (AP) - A drug 
used to lower blood fat levels 
has been found to reduce 
significantly the number of 
nonfatal 
heart 
attacks 
in 
men. 
Drs. Louis R. Krasno and 
George J. Kidera of United 
Air Lines’ division of clinical 
research report on the effects 
of the drug, called clofibrate, 
in this w eek’s

The rate of nonfatal heart 
attacks for the treated men 
was 1.89 per 1,000 a year. For 
those who did not receive the 
drug initially it was 6.6 per 
1,000.
